STATE ASKING BIDS ON FREE 
ANTITOXIN, 


Every County to Have Distributing 
Stations; Death Rate Now 
21.5. 


Rpecifications for bidders for furn- 
ishing diphtheria antitoxin, toxin-an- 
titoxin, and toxin to the Michigan de- 
partment of health in accordance 
with the free distribution law passed 
by the 1921 Legislature have been 
submitted to manufacturers and dis- 
tributors licensed by the United 
States Government. Bids are to be 
received before Sept. 30. * 

Requirements outside of, technical 
specifications call for initial deliver- 
ies of antitoxin on or before Jan. 1. 
3922, to points throughout the state 
designated by the commissioner of 
health, and in quantities estimated 
by state authorities to be sufficient 
for the first three months’ demands 
After this date the contractor will 
be required to keep a sufficient re- 
serve supply of the products on hand 
to meet all needs. 

Plans are now being worked out 
by Dr. R. M. Olin, commissioner of 
health, for antitoxin distributing 
stations at the most accessible points 
in every county. In preparation for 
the actual diphtheria eradicatior 
campaign which will start Jan. 1 
with free distribution of _antitoxin, 
every physician, health officer, nurse, 
school commissioner, superintendent 
and principal, village president and 
mayor .is being circularized with ed- 
ucational literature.. 

During the: first seven months of 
1921 a total of 479 deaths from diph- 
theria was reported to the division of 
vital statistics. This gave the state 
a diphtheria death rate of 21.6 per 
100,000 population up to Aug. 1. 
Opening of schools, it is said, will be 
attended with the usual increased 
prevalence of diphtheria unless com- 
munities employ more stringent con- 
trol methods than ever before. 


DAIRY DEVELOPMENT IN THE 
STATE. 


Census statistics just given out at 
Washington show that Michigan is 
rapidly becoming one of the leading 
dairying states of the nation. ‘The 
increase in milk production in the 
past 10 years has been over 50 per 
cent. 

The entire state has shared in this 
increase, but by far the more rapid 
progess has been made in that section 
contiguous to Bay City. Northeast- 
ern Michigan and the Thumb district 
in the past 10 years, have more than 
doubled their’ dairy herds while 
cheese factories, butter factories and 
cream buying stations have much 
more than doubled in that period. 

One has but to drive through some 
of the rich farming territory to learn 
this for himself. 

And dairying is really only in its 
infancy in Northeastern Michigan. 
It is increasing from Bay county to 
the Straits of Mackinaw and the cut. 
over hard wood lands offer a wonder- 
ful field for the dairy farmer for 
they grow the richest feeds in abund- 
ance, while thousanda of acres of 
pasturage are to be found in the un- 
improved lands where all kinds of 
clover grow and even in the brush 
it is found in rank profusion, a de- 
velopment of the old lumber - days 
when the seed was scattered through 
the woods from the hay 
lumber camps. 

Dairying and its eo-partner on the 
farm, stock raising, is rapidly making 
Northeastern Michigan a land of 
well-to-do people.

THREE CONVICTED IN HOLDUPS 
AT TOLEDO SLUG WAY OUT” 
OF COUNTY LOCKUP, 


KNOCK TURNKEY UNCONSCIOUS 


Jali Physician Prevents Others From 
Getting Away By Locking 
Door of Corridor. 


Toledo, O.—Three of the $1,006,060 
Toledo postoffice robber band escaped 
from the Lucas county fail Labor Day 
afternoon after overpowering a turn 
key, Deputy Sam Zimmerman and Dr. 
William Shapiro, jail physician. The 
escape was inade without revolvers or 


wy the aid of outside confederates. 


Dr. Shapiro prevented the escape 
of the other eight members of the ring 
by leaping into a cell with corridor 
keys and locking the door. 

The men who got away are George 
Rogers, alias Lewis, leader of the 
band; Charles Schultz, and Joe Ur- 
baytis, driver of the robbers’ car. 

Zimmerman, Dr. Shapiro and Dr. 
J. C. Allred of Dayton, O., a guest of 
the prison physician were sitting in 
the jail office, when ‘théy heard a 
scuffle and then’ groans from the sec- 
ond floor corridor where jhe robbers 
were held awaiting sentence. Zim- 
merman and Shapiro daghed up the 
stairs where they found Turney 
Szmetko unconscious. Handing the 
cell keys to the physicign on the 
stairs behind him, Zimnferman con- 
‘ronted the prisoners. é 

Urbaytis swung a bun strap to 
which a hammer hook hdd been fas- 
tened and knocked Zimsgerman  un- 
conscious. The three c@nvicts then 
made their way to the ee ee 
Dr. Allred and ran into th street, one 
of them picking up a revMlver from a 
desk as he fied. % 

Reaching Speilbusch avenue, they 
compelled the driver of @ passing au; 
tomobile to stop and, with the pistol 
pressed against him, to Bpeed away. 
A general police alarm was sounded 
and deputy sheriffs in h§gh powered 
cars combed the distric! One wit- 
ness said Rogers did not join his com- 
panions in the automobilp but disap- 
peared in an alley. This §vas Rogers’ 
third attempt to escape, ¢ 

Rogers escaped from the firth story 
of the county jail in San Francisco 
three years ago while ufder a life 
sentence for manslaughter. 

The $1,000,000 robbery occurred 
February 17. The robbers drove to 
the Joading platform in the rear of 
the central postoffice, compelled the 
workers to lie face downwards on 
the platform and fled with the regis- 
tered mail. ies 


VIOLENCE TAKES FAMILY OF 7 


Ex-Bank Cashier Shoots Wife and 
Children, Then Himself. 


Ormsby, Minn.—A family of seven— 
the father, mother and five children— 
were found shot to death in thelr 
home here late Monday. Officials said 
indications were that the father, 
Frank Klocow, retired bank cashier, 
had kiNed his family and then him- 
self with a revolver which was found 
under his left arm. There was evi- 
dence that an anaesthetic had been 
used to numb the victims before they 
were killed. 

The killings were discovered by a 
neighbor who had brought the Sunday 
school collection to Mrs. Klocow, who 
was treasurer of the organization. 

Klocow resigned six weeks ago as 
cashier of the Farmers State bank 
and refused to give a reason. Bank 
officials declared his accounts in good 
shape. 


FIRES MENACE THREE TOWNS 


500 Minnesota National Gaardsmen 
Aid in Fighting Flames. 


St. Paul, Minn.—Foreat fires of 
varying extent were reported early 
Tuesday morning in seven scattered 
counties of central and northern Min- 
nesota. The most serious blaze was 
near McGrath In Aitkin county, where 
nearly 600 Minnesota national guards- 
men were being concentrated to aid 
in fighting the flames.

Crawford County’s exhibit is at- 
tracting a8 much attention as any. 
In fact, it seems as though people 
stop longer in front of our exhibit 


than at the others. This is due to 
our beautiful display of apples, seduc- 
tively headed with a plate of beauti- 
ful ones from Hugo Schreiber’s of 
South Branch Township. All day 
long, one person will hardly finish 
saying, “Did you ever see such beau- 
tiful things,” before another will say, 
“Look here! See these wonderful ap- 
ples.” 

Our photographs Crawford 
County farm scenes and trout 
streams are unique and attract a lot 
of attention, too. People are surpris- 
ed at the tall forage and the good, 
hard corn we show. Those who saw 
all these things huddled and crowded 
into the county agent’s office should 
see them now, neatly arranged on 
walls and tables. 

Our exhibit is a success. 

_ The agricultural college has a very 
instructive exhibit. Part of it shows 
how crops are largely increased, én 
many instances almost doubled, by 
the use of lime and fertilizer. 

Another part of the college exhibit 
shows how it pays to keep breeding 
up to better sires, and how foolish 
it is not to do so. 

Ah friends, one of our greatest 
menaces is low aim. On so many of 
our farms things are slack and shift- 
less; we are not trying to take hold 
of the better things and ways that 
have been found out.

Green Manure. 

Still time to sow vetch and rye to 
use aS green manure next spring. 
Those who do not feel like investing 
in yetch, should at least sow rye. 
Plow in next spring when about knee 
high and roll it several times over. 

Please do not treat this green ma- 
nure talk as a joke. For many years 
in many lands, the best managers of 
soil have used it. 

Perhaps our failure to pay much 
attention to some of these points has 
something to do with some men’s 
lack of success on the farm. 

Do you suppose that Frank Love 
or John Love could have lived on their 
farms so long if they had not plowed 
stuff under. 

Only little over a week ago I saw 
Clifford Merrill plowing under a good 
sod covered with a growth that some 
men would have cut or pastured. He 
will not be the looser in the long run. 

The trouble is not so much in Craw- 
ford County soil as in the methods o 
Crawford County farmers. : 


What Next! 


As soon as we get back from the 
State Fair at Detroit, and the Sagi- 
naw Fair, we intend to go all over 
the county with the new soil tester 
furnished by the Crawford County 
Farni' Bureau and do four things: 
(1) Make free tests of soil for those 
who wish it. 

Take orders for pulverized lime- 
stone to come-in early winter to 
be hauled home on sleighs. 
Urge hill selection of eight or ten 
bushels of nice, choice seed po- 
tatoes for next spring. 

Urge selection of seed corn from 
the standing stalk, and proper 
care of that seed.

HARVESTING HUBAM FOR SEED. 


Hubam Clover wil) be ready for 
harvest at an unusually early date 
this season. Apparently a number of 
fields will be ripe in late August and 
the majority will be in condition to 
harvest in early September this year. 
Ordinarily, harvesting would come at 
least two weeks later. The crop is 
ready to harvest when about half of 
the seed hulls are brown and the re- 
mainder of the seed is in the dough 
stage. With half the seed pods 
brown, a large part of the remainder 
will ripen in the shock. Wind will 
do much injury to a mature crop, and 
hence the crop should be harvested 
as soon as possible after it has 
reached the above stage to prevent 
undue loss by shattering. 

Pigeon grass, foxtail, pigweed and 
other weeds which have gone to seed 
in the rows should be removed before 
harvest, or if the weeds are too num- 
erous the -Hubam clover should be 
harvested by hand using a sharp 
corn knife of the hook type, and lay- 
ing the bundles in small piles. Cur- 
ing will be made safer by tying in 
bundles and shocking in Iong rows 
four abreast. The crop should behar-. 
vested when the plants are moist with 
dew or rain to prevent shattering of 
seed, 

In harvesting a clean field a corn 
binder of upright type gives excellent 
results. A grain binder, or mower 
with buncher may be used. In using 
a grain binder, the suggestion is 
made that canvas be extended be- 
tween platform and elevator canvas 
to catch shattered seed, in the same 
way that canvas is often attached in 
handling buckwheat. Extreme care- 
should be taken to harvest and handle 
the crop only when sufficiently moist 
so as not to shatter. The seed is 
ready to thresh when the seed hulls 
readily between the fingers. It will 
take from five to ten days to cure in 
the shock, for threshing according to 
weather conditions. Threshing may 
be done from the field with an ordi- 
nary grain separator running at fast 
speed with heavy equipment. A 
clover huller must then be used for 
hulling and the seed scarified and 
cleaned thoroughly. The Farm Bur- 
eau Seed Dept., Lansing, Michigan, 
is equipped with clover hulling, scari- 
fying and cleaning machinery and 
will hull and clean unhulled seed.

YES, HE’S THE MAN!

A Christian nation when our ances- 
tors were floundering in paganism, 
bow as for centuries an African em- 
pire—one of the three or four remain- 
ing empires of the world—and the 
only bit of land on the great conti- 
nent of Africa, with the exception of 
the ‘little republic of Liberia, which 
has not been made a possession or a 
protectorate of a European pawer— 
such ig Abyssinin, little heard of in 
the world’s affulrs, but possessing a 
history and a promise of future 
economic importance which make it 
deserve a different fate. 

The country owes Its independence 
in large part both directly and indi- 
rectly to {ts geographical enviroument. 
Set upon a great plateau, it is a nat- 
ural fortress; and while the natives of 
most other sections of tropical Africa 
dwell in enervating jungles or inhos- 
pitable deserts, the people of Abys- 
sinla, thanks to their altitude, fertile 
soil and temperate conditions in gen- 
eral, have ao invigorating climate and 
a land literally of “milk aud honey.” 
A situation near Arabla and Palestine, 
too, has drawn Arabian and Jew!sh 
blood to Abyssinia and has given the 
pevple of the country @ rucial adyan- 
tage which the African tribes of pure 
negro blood have not had. 

But while geographical situation has 
in many ways been an advantage to 
Abyssinia, {t has brought its disad- 
vantages also. Without access to the 
sea for centuries, the Abyssinians, held 
to thelr iniand tablelands without 
contact with the outside world, failed 
to make the most of their possession 
of a lofty religion and an early start 
teward civilization, and have re- 
mained a. semibarbaric people. It is 
perhaps remurkable that, isolated as 
they were, they maintained their Chris- 
tianity in any recognizable form. Ob- 
serverg marvel at the fact thet the 
principal tenets and observances af 
the taith are practically pure rather 
than at the growth beside thei of 
eertitin superstilions and jaxiries,

These highlands are from 5,000 to 
8,000 feet above the sea. Their roll- 
ing prairies are well watered and have 
a good growth of grass. The cilmate 
on these uplands is superb, and If one 
desires cooler surroundings there are 
mountain chains rising from the pla- 
teau in almost all sections of the coun- 
try. Some of these mountains rereh 
a height of. 15,000 feet and are topped 
by perpetual snow. Irrigation could 
be practiced in Abyssinia to great ad- 
vantage, but the utllization of the 
abundant water supply in that way 
seems never to have entered the minds 
of the natives, 

Canyone and Deep Valleys. 

The great nmount of water which 
runs down from the Abyssinian moun- 
tnins has carved gigantic gorges 
through ihe tablelands, some @& 
which, in depth at lenst, rival the 
Grund eanyon of the Colorado, The 
gorge of the Blue Nile which flows for 
more than half Its tength 
Abyssinia 1s from 5,000 to 6,000 feet 
deep in plnces, The material washed 
from this remote chasm has played an 
important part, Sneidentally, in the 
history of the world. Ground Into slit 
and deposited through the centtirles 
and millenniums in the lower valley 
of the Nile, it produced there a garden 
spot and made possible the growth of

In the boltums of these deep valleys, 
some of which are fairly wide, and in 
Other depressions, tropical conditions 
prevail, so that the possible products 
of Abyssinia range from those of the 
tropes to those of the northern tem- 
pernate zone. Little has been done 
toward the development of agriculture 
beyond its prinitive stages. The rais- 
ing of cattle, sheep and goats for thetr 
milk, flesh and skins is tne more popu- 
lar pursuit. ; 

The Abyssininn has been described 
by one Americun as “rather an inde- 
pendent, ensy-living, battle-loving, 
raw-ment-eating. ‘sensual, devil-may- 
eare chap.” Socially, the people are 
living in feudal times. The various 
reigning priuces of the provinces owe 
riegiance to the emperor and must 
furnish soldiers to support him in 
time of war. The land is theoretically 
owned by the emperor and those who 
make use of it ure his tenants. “Jus- 
tice’ is administered personally by the 
rulers and their representatives, When 
a person is accused of a crime the 
first step is to confiscate his property. 
Decision as to his innocence or guilt 
ean follow in due time. Because prop- 
erty hag been unsafe for a long period 
people of wealth have buried what 
they could for safe keeping. Vast 
quantitles of gold silver and fvory 
are believed to Iie underground at the 
present time, the lutter, of course, de- 
teriorating. 

Good Roads Are Scarce, 

One great drawback to the commer- 
cial development of Abyssinia has 
been the Jack of routs leading up to 
the high plateau and over its surface. 
The routes of travel which have been 
used for more than a thousand years 
are mere trails, and the burdens have 
been carried on mule and camel back 
since the days of the great Queen of 
Sheba, who, the traditions of the 
Abyssinians suy, was the queen of 
Ethiopia, Lhe royal line chins de- 
scent from her and Solomon, Some 
yerrs ago the French began construct- 
ing a railrond from their port of 
Jibuti, just below the mouth of the 
Red sea, toward Abyssinia. The 
Abyssiniuns permitted this to be ex- 
tended €nto their country and in 1917 
it reached Adis Abeba, the capttat. 
Over this routed a large part of the 
hides, coffer, beeswax and ivory, which 
constitute the chief exports of the em- 
pire, are shipped. 

Specialists in, various fields who 
have visited the country believe that 
this is but a simelf part of the prod- 
ucts that could be shipped to the 
world, and that the people are enjoy- 
ing but a fraction of the prosperity 
that they mighe enfey tf they devel- 
oped their resources gong modern 
lines. 

As 
fas heen 


the only Afriean péaple which 
able te maintain its Inde- 
pendence in modern times in a war 
with a Europern power, the Abys- 
sinijans have, become rather conceited 
and are incHned not to recognize the 
supertority even of Western civUiza- 
tion and culture. Thelr victory was 
won over the Italians in 1896 at the 
battle of Adowa where the pick of the 
Italian army was cut to pleces. The 
Abyssinians have bought large quanti- 
tles of modern rifies in recent years 
and could probably put in the field in 
case of war an army of 250,000 well- 
equipped soldiers, a large part of 
them mounted.

FEED KEEPS UP MILK YIELD 
Oifinary. Rations Are Likely to Be 


Deficient in Principal Bone-Bultd- 
Ing Ejomenta, 


(Prepared by the United Btates Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Feeding cows for several years, ac- 
cording to the commonly accepted 
standard with little or no additional 
Pasture, reduced the inilk yfeld much 
below, the qptimum, it was found by 
experiments at the government farm 
at Beltsville, Md. This condition may 
be corrected by giving the animal a 
dry period of two months, and feeding 
during that perfod a ration containing 
legume hay and grain with a high 
Phosptorus content, with three or 
four times the amount of protein re-

quired for-imatntenance, and two or 
three times the total nutriment. The 
‘ilk yield in the subsequent lactation 
period may sometimes be doubled by 
this treatment. The results of the ex- 
periments are given in Bulletin 945, 
“The Influence of Calcium and Phos- 
phorus fn the Food on the Milk Yield 
of Dalry Cows.” 

In the case of cows of which the 
milk yield has been reduced by sev- 
eral years’ standard feeding, as fol- 
lowed at Beltsville, a greatly increased 
yield can be brought about by feeding 
“alternated rations with phosphate” 
during the dry period. This 1s taken 
to mean that the ordinary rations ate 
more likely to be deficient {n one or 
both of the principal bone-building 
elements than iu any other constitu- 
ent.

HELP WAR ON TUBERCULOSIS 


Farmers in Vicinity of Grove City, 
Pa., Sign Requests to Have 
Herds Tested. 

~— 

The community at Grove City, Pa., 
where the dniry division of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 1s 
carrying on cgymmunity extension 
work, is active In tuberculosis eradica- 
tion. The owners of several hundred 
herds signed requests to have thelr 
herds tested and accredited; in fact St 
appears that practically all the ‘patrons 
of the Grove City creamery svon will 
have thelr animals tested. This work 
originated with the bull associations 
operating in that vicinity; but it now 
extends throughout the county, and 
even to the two adjoining counties, 

An interesting feature of the s{tua- 
tion is the springing up of the Grove 
City. Aceredited-Datry-Cattle Show 
and Sules associntion. composed of 
owners of' accredited terds wha wish 
to take advantage of the fact that all 
their herds are clean, to co-operate In 
improvement, and sell all their stock 
on that basis. One member who has 
a clean herd says that after hig herd 
was tested he sold some cows for $300 
each, which, previously, he would have 
parted with for half that amount, He 
had actually offered them for $150 
prior to the test. 


MAKING FEED FROM SAWDUST 


Wisconsin Cows Keeping Up Weight 
and Milk Yield and Show No Iii 
Effects From Diet. 


Hydrolized sawdust as a part of a 
ration for cows ts apparently giving 
satisfactory results {in Wisconsin, The 
forest service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture reports 
that cows at the agricultural college 
of that state are doing as well on a 
ration consisting of one-third sawdust 
ag they did when thelr feed was only 
one-fourth wood meal, That Js to say, 
they are keeping up their weight and 
thelr milk production and show no Wit 
effects from the diet. 

The bureau of animal Industry ts 
considering the proposal! of the forest 
service laboratory to start feeding 
trials with datry animals in which 
the wood product will form a part of 
the ration and the tests wi) extend 
for an entire year at least. The hyro- 
iized-wood feed for these cows wil 
be made at the laboratory. So far 
all the stock feed haa been made from 
white-pine sawdust, Other soft woods, 
particularly the weatern cca a will 
be tried (on the future.

Country More Fortunate In That 
Reepect Than Are Other Lands 
in Europe. 


We In the British Isles appear to 
have got rid of the wolf plague. In 
England, in the early Fifteenth century, 
the beast ceased to be a danger that 
had to be reckoned with. It remained 
longer in Scotiand, where the very 
last wolf ever heard of in the roaming 
state ts said to have been alain by 
Sir Ewen Cameron of Lochiel during 
the reign of Charles II—~an incident 
that appears to have been looked upon 
as distinctly worthy of notice. 

The complete and final elimination 
of the bane ts no doubt owing’ to the 
fact that, as lupus was steadily being 
hunted down in the land, our insular 
Position precluded all possibility of 
fresh immigration. In France the 
case was different. There was nothing 
to prevent the migrating wolf from 
reaching the country from the wilder 
nesses of Central Europe—even from 
Russia and still more distant Stberta, 
the classic home of the race. 

Many are the legends, te some 
extent based on fact, of vast armies of 
wolves travellng—even as the tnvad- 
ing Goths and Vandals—from their 
hungry deserts to the richer lands of 
the West, to be stopped only by the 
Atlantic. At any rate, to this day the 
black wolf croeses the Pyrenees, and 
the brown wolf the Alps, to reinforce 
fraternally the ranks of the mnch- 
harried gray wolf of France. And the 
day seems still far distant when the 
curse will be finally extinguished.—

QUEER METHOD OF DEFENSE 


Fishes That Have the Power of In- 
fiating Their Bodies, Frighten- 
ing Their Enemies. 

The swell fishes of tropic coast 
waters have the power of suddenly 
inflating the body with water or air 
until they assume an approximately 
globular form several times the normal 
diameter, which must be disconcert- 
ing to any enemy about to seize one. 
The porcupine fish, in addition to doing 
this, has the body everywhere covered 
with long, sharp spines which project 
in every direction Mke the quills of 
a hedgehog. The trunk fishes, in- 
stead of belng protected in this way, 
have the body encased in a bony shell, 
ltke a turtle. In the East Indies there 
are rectangular species, but ours are 
‘three-cornered, beechnut shaped, They 
go by various names—cuckold, shell- 
fish, and so forth, the cowfish being 
a species with two horni{ke spines 
projecting from its forehead. They 
are excellent eating, cooked tn the 
The back muscles 
of the swell fishes are sometimes 
eaten, but make a risky delicacy, az 
there are well-authenticated Instances 
of severe polsoning from eating these 
fishes. The poison seems to be local- 
ized in the viscera and to permeate 
the rest of the fish after death.

Doctor. Grenfell, “Angelof Labra- 
dor,” Issues Appeal for Re- 
lief of Fisherfolk, 


DREAD APPROACH OF WINTER 


Hunger and Companion Miserles of 
Poverty Are Acute Because the 
Fishermen Have Been Unable 
to Sell Product of Labor. 

New York.~-Dr. Wilfred 
fell, “angel of Labrador,” bas joined 
forces with William Willard Howard, 
and the Christian Work of New York, 
in the campaign to relleve destitution 
in Newfoundland by providing a mar- 
ket for the codfish upon which thou- 
sunds in that country depend for live- 

lihood. 

Hunger and companion miseries of 
poverty are acute in Newfoundland be- 
cause the fishermen have been un- 
able to sell the product of their labor, 
Dr. Grenfelf came to New York a few 
days ago from Labrador whither he 
had gone after a conference here with 
Mr. Howard, director. of the New- 
foundlund relief work, and Dr, Fred- 
erick Lynch, treasurer of the fund. 

Fisherfolk on Verge of Famine, 

Dr, Grenfell reported finding  de- 
plorable conditions umong the fam- 
ilies of the fishcrinen, and the indus- 
try of the country in a truly sad state, 
He says: “J have just received a 
message from Mr, Ed Grant of Blanc 
Sablon, Labrador, asking if I can help 
there, as ‘grent destitution prevails.’ 
I um afraid that it will be very serl- 
ous by winter. I sent him a couple 
of hundred dollars to fit out some few 
fishermen, 

“At Twillingate only one-half of the 
normal number of fishermen are being 
titled out. The savings are being 
drawn steadily from most of the 
banks, both in the outports and in St. 
Johns. I have that on the evidence 
of the bankers. We are starting the 
new hospital bullding at Twillingate, 
That is a help.” 

Doctor Grenfell is planning to teur 
through Newfoundland on his relet 
nilasion, 

Mr, Heward, discussing the discour- 
aging reports from Wabrador, com- 
mented ; 

“Twillingate is the largest and most 
prosperous place in Newfoundland out- 
side of St, Johns. If Twillingate can 
fit out only half her Ashermen for the 
season's fishing, It 1s a blaek outlook 
for the rest of the island. Blane sahb- 
lon fs an important fishing port at 
the entrance to the stralts of Belle 
Iste, 

Foresees Sevore Winter. 

“It destituuon preyails there navy, 
] hesitate to think what Doctor Gren- 
fell: will find as he goes north. A 

“Much of the destitution could be 
relieved if one of my ships could leave 
for the Labrador coast now filled to 
the deek beams with flour, vegetabtes, 
molasses and fishery salt, A dollar 
of heip naw would be worth $10 in 
next winter's inavitable famine, 

“Soon the suffering  penpte 
hemmed in by Ice.” 

The committee is now engnged in a 
program of relief which will aid. the 
starving Newfoundlanders and at the 
same time provide faol for families 
made homeless and suffering jn this 
country on account of the Qpoloradae 
fiood. It Js offering the fish for sale 
for $10 for a 100-pound box, and pur- 
chasers wie do jot want fish for their 
own use may direct that ff be sent 
to the Colorado refugeus, ‘Phus food 
will go to hungry Americuns and the 
money which pays for it will go to the 
Nawfoynland fishermen.

President Harding Outlines Policy of 
“U. S. At Conference. 


Washington. — President Harding 
has defined the policy which will guide 
the administration and ite representa- 
tives on the disarmament question at 
the coming conference of the world 
powers. 

With clarifying emphasis he dis- 
pelled Utopian illusions that the Uni- 
ted States would enter the conference 
prepared to scrap its weapons and ren- 
der itself defenseless. 

‘Summed up the American attitude 
as stated hy the president is thts: 

The day of permanent world peace 
18 far off. The end of armed confilct 
may ;mever come. Civilized govern- 
ment may Dever be able to scrap their 
Mavies an disband tbeir armies. 
Nevertheless it may ‘be possible to 
diminish the burdens of armament.

Mr. Doelle stated that the bridge 
would be constructed across the 
Straits. of Mackinaw and that some- 
thing deflnite would probably be done 
within a year, if financial condition 
warrant. He did pot reveal who was 
behind the project.

Tbanex wasn bara 
in Valencia, Spatn, 
im January, 1867, 
the son of a pro- 
prietor of a dry- 
‘goods shop. He 
attended the Uni- 
versity of Valen- 
ela and received 
a degree im Law. 
He was against 
the established 
order from his 
college days. As 
a result he re- 
ceived the first of 
a series of impris- 
onuments when he 
was eighteen—for «a sunnet against the 
government, He has passed periods of 
exile at Paris and tu Italy, alteronting 
with stays im prison. One of his pro- 
tests was against the measures pursued 
by the goverament in suppressing the 
Cabana’ iom. He founded a re- 
publican Rewspaper, af which he war 
editor, reperter and reviewer. He 
established a publiahing house to in- 
treduce to Spain the areat works of 
European: literature at popular prices; 
this was but ome of the attempte he 
has made, sometimes at the risk of his 
life, te bring his country inte the cur- 
rent of modera thought. He was clect- 
ed to the Certes, and became the lender 
ef his party. He devotes his time at 
present entirety te literature. 

Im bts novela be began im the usua? 
Spanish way with pictures of loen!l 
provincial life with the ana@ the 
pictures of which he wan familiar. But 
he deals not merely with pictures; hie 
stories all have am object ta which 
thelr strenvous author is greatly in- 
terested. He lacks restraint, Mis pas- 
wlom for independence ta without 
bounds, he carries his admiration for 
the realism ef Zoln to mits which 
shock our more restrained habit of 
mind, but despite the opposition which 
ke hes encountered at home and 
abroad, the author of “The Four Horne- 
men of the Apocalypse” fs rapidly be- 
coming one of the most widely rend 
ef living writers. 


N 1870 Marcelo Desnoyers was 8 
lonely lad of nineteen years living 
in Marseilles. A popular manifes- 

tation in favor of peace, at the 
first news of war with Prussia, influ- 
enced him to leave the country and he 
made an unforgettable trip to South 
America, where after many failures 
and a laborious existence, he became 
an employee of Madariaga, the cen- 
taur. 

Don Madarlaga's fortune was enor- 
mous. He had gained his first money 
as a fearless trader, and with his 
earnings .had bought vast tracts of 
jand, devoting them to the raising of 
cattle. Though he had 8 capricious 
and despotic character he nevertheless 
felt a certain fondness for his new 
French overseer. One morning Des- 
noyers saved his life. 

“Thanks, Frenchy,” said the ranch- 
man, much touched. “You are an all- 
round man and J am going to reward 
you. From this day I shall speak to 
you as I do to my family.” 

Desnoyers soon married Luisa, Ma- 
dnriaga’s elder daughter, while a 
young German, Kar! Hartrott, a recent 
arrival at the ranch, married Mlena, 
her younger sister. Seated under the 
awning on summer nights’ the ranch- 
man surveyed his family around him 
with a sort of patriarchal ecstasy. 

“Just think of it, Frenchy,” he sald, 
“Tam Spanish, you French, Karl Ger- 
man, my daughters Argentinians, the 
cook Russian, hip assistant Greek, the 
stable boy English. the kitchen serv- 
ants natives, Galicians, or Italians, and 
among the peons are many castes ang 
laws ... And yet ali live in peace. 
In Europe, we would have probably 
been in a grand fight by this time, but 
here we are all friends.” 

Juilo, the son of Desnoyers, was the 
favorite grandchild of Madariaga, 
“Ah, the fine cowhoy! What a pretty 
fellow you are!” he would say. “Have 
a good time. for grandpa is always 
here with his money.” 

One evening the patron's horse came 
slowly home without its rider. The old 
man had: fallen on the highway, and 
when they found him he was dead. 

The Hartrotts moved to Berlin at 
once and the Desnoyers went to Paris, 
each household in possession of an 
enormous fortune. Besides establish- 
fog his family in an ostentatious house 
in Paris, Desnoyers bought a castle, 
Vittleblanche-sur-Marne, ea mixture of 
palace and fortress, where he could 
pot his rapidiy accnmulating pur. 
chases of paintings, furniture, statues 
—all those things which he carried 
away from the auctions which !t had 
now become his habit to frequent. 

The only disappointment.in Desnoy- 
ers’ new Hfe came from his children— 
his daughter Chichi because of her in- 
dependence and Julio because "of his 
almless existence. Julio hag had to 
make a trip to South America in order 
to realize on a bequest from his grand- 
father so that he might marry the fan- 
einating and frivolous Marguerite Lan- 
rier, with whom he had become in- 
fatuated. : 

Suddenly the cloud of war cast its 
shadow. over this family. The self. 
sufficient Dr. Julius von Hartrott sald 
to his cousin: “War will be declared 
tomorrow or the day after. 
can prevent it now. It Is necessary 
for the welfare of humanity.”

rising out of the sea, Four terrible 
borsemen preceeded the appearance of 
the monster, and these scourges of the 
earth, Conquest, War, Famine and 
Death, were beginning thelr mad, des- 
glating course over the heads of terri- 
fied humanity. 

Jullo, being an Argentinian, was ex- 
empt from military service and had 
hoped to continue his life as though 
nothing were happening. His luano 
rate, however, from a womun Infatu- 
ated with dress, was gradually trans. 
formed by her desire to serve. The 
war had made her ponder much on thy 
values of life, and her sense of duty 
to the busband whom she so greatly 
wronged sent her back to his side when 
she heard that he had been severely 
wounded, To Jullo she said, “You 
must leave me... Life is not what 
we have thought it. Had It not been 
for the war we might, perhaps, have 
realized our dream, but now! .. . 
For the remainder of my life I shall 
carry the heaviest burden, and yet at 
the same time, It will be sweet, since 
the more {t wefghs me dowa the great- 
er will my atonement be.” 

The vanquished lover sald good-by 
to Love and Happiness, but this re- 
pulse gave him a new impetus to fil 
the vacuum of his empty existence. 

When Paris was threatened anid 
refugees told of the wholesale sackings 
of their homes, Don Marcelo began to 
fear for his castle, and went to Ville- 
blanche, arriving in time to witness 
the discouraged exhaustion of the 
French army’s retreat. Closely follow- 
ing were the invading Germans ghout- 
ing joyousty, “Nach Paris!" 

Villeblanche became the camping 
ground for a regiment and its bew!!- 
dered proprietor was subjected to in- 
numerable tndignities, saw hig most 
choice possessions looted and was the 
powerless witness to the murder of 
prominent civilians of the village. A 
young officer arrived who introduced 
himself as Captain Otto von Hartrott. 
He explained with true German cal- 
Jousness the roin and plunder of his 
uncie’s castie by saying to hig, “It ts 
war |... We have to bé very ruth- 
less that I[t may not last long. True 
kindness consists in being crue}, be- 
cnuse thenethe terror-stricken enemy 
gives in sooner, and so the world suf- 
fers less.” 

For four days Don Marcelo lived 
through. a period of -stupefaction 
slashed by the most horrible visions. 
The village was reduced to a mass of 
ruins before his eyes, and his house- 
hold suffered unspeakably from the 
bestiality of the carousing officers. A 
war hospital was established on the 
estate, but moved on urfder the stress 
of battle, though the banner of the 
Red Cross remained to decelve the 
French abont the artillery which was 
installed in the park. When a French 
airplane discovered this piece of 
treachery Don Marcelo found himself 
in the heart of a furious battle. The 
cannonading of the Germans and the 
bursting of French shells terrified him 
until at last he saw at the foot of the 
highway hear his castle several of the 
attacking columns which had crossed 
the Marne. They rushed forward un- 
moved by the deadly fire of the Ger- 
mans, and he realized his beloved 
French were driving back the Teuton 
borde. 

Onty ruins of bis once beautiful es- 
tate were now left to him and he sald 
farewell to Yilleblanche. After bis 
return to Parls a young soldier of the 
infantry called to see him. It was his 
son Julio, never so distinguished look- 
ing as in this rough, ready-made uni- 
form. Their reconciliation was com- 
plete. 

With his son on the battlefield Don 
Marcelo lived through monthr of aux- 
jous suspense. Through the (nfiuence 
of a friend he was able to see the 
young hero. It was a tortuous journey 
through the zlgzags and curves of the 
trenches, while bullets buzzed like 
horseflies through the air, and on 
through dark galleries and subterra- 
nean fortifications until he reached the 
outer intrenchment Une, 

Desnoyers hardly recognized his son 
on account of his changed appearance, 
but in spite of his hard life Julio had 
faund content in comradeships such as 
he had never known, For the first thme 
in his Ufe he waa tasting the delight 
of knowing that he was a useful being. 
As his father teft him, hope sang jn 
his ears. “No one will kill him, My 
heart which never decelves me tells 
me 80.” 

Julio became a sergeant, then a sub- 
lieutenant and for his exceptional 
bravery received the Croix de Guerre, 
the military medal, and finally was 
among those proposed for the Legion 
da’ Honneur. One afternoon during the 
Champnegne offensive, Desnoyers, still 
cherishing the fond illusions of hope, 
returned to his home in gay spirite to 
find the dreadful news awaiting him. 
Julio, his son, Jay dead on the field of 
honor. : 

When he went to the burial fields to 
find his son’s last resting place he re- 
called Tchernoff, the dreamer, and the 
four terrible horsemen riding ruthless- 
ly over his fellow creatures whom: he~ 
saw in hia vision, and the prophecy 
which he then made: 

“No, the Beast does not die. It fs 
the eternal companion of man. It hides, 
spouting the blood forty .... sixty... 
a hundred years, but eventually ft re- 
appears. All that we can hope is that 
its wound may be long and deep, that 
it may remain hidden so long that the 
generation that now remembers It may 
never see it again.”

SECRETARY HOOVER REQUESTS | 


_ RESIGNATION OF SHIPPING: 
COMMISSIONER QUINN. 


WILL REORGANIZE THE SERVICE oe 


Drastlo. Measures to Be “Taken to 
» “Clean. Up” Conditions Found 
_in Federal Offices. 


Washington. —Graft is rampant in 
the offices of federal shipping com- 
missioners and there is to be a “clean 
sweep” in that branch of the bureau 
of navigation at Atlantic as well as 
Pacific coast ports, it: has been offi- 
cially stated at the department of 
commerce quarters. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover has 
requested the resignation of Shipping 
Commissioner Quinn at New York. 
Hoover said he “would clean up” the 
New ¥ork Dureau with a “scrub 


brush” to remove all traces.of corrup- | 


tion. 

Special agents of the department 
found that in New York systematic 
grafts has been the rule among all 
of the employes there for several 
years, it was said. Reports laid be- 
fore Secretary Hoover revealed that 
the graft secured by government! offi- 
cers in the form of securities of ship- 
ping companies far exceeded the 
salaries paid to government employes. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are alleged to have been so paid to 
government agents for special con- 
cessions to shipping concerns. 

The “clean up” at New York is the 
forerunner of drastic measures at 
many other ports completely ta re- 
organize this branch of the service, 

Commerce department officials said 
with regard to the New York siftua- 
tion that no evidence had. been ob- 
tained to show that. Commissioner 
Quinn participated directly in the 
graft, but other proof is before the 
department which tends to show that 
hé was lax in eliminating these and 
other practices. 


MARINES TO ENFORCE TERMS 


U. & Government Backs Costa Rica 
in Canal Dispute. 


Washington.— American tolerance 
of Panama’s defiance of the White 
award in the territorial dispute with 
Costa Rica has ended, and the Pana- 
ma government has been notified by 
the state department that Costa Rica 
will proceed at once to take over 
disputed territory.
